PSYCHOLOGICAL ORDER OF TEACHING WITH 
SPECIAL REFERENCE TO NATURAL SCIENCE."

DI. The logical epoch, during which the impulse is to 
armonise the world without and the world within, to fit all 
things into a scheme of space and time, of order and law. 

Die near objects which the children can touch and taste 
and see objectively, these are the first things which call forth 
the attention, that self-activity by which the mind fastens on 
Ms prey, and converts percepts into concepts; as the jelly- fish 
patches the floating prey in its tentacles and absorbs it into 
Ms substance, so the child stores up experiences and memories 
which enrich all future percepts. We may ask what is the
